A very sad accident happened on 
Tuesday near Edray, A. C. Wood¬ 
dell, the proprietor of a steam saw¬ 
mill, now set uear Wangh’s mill, 
was working ou a log slide qear his 
mill, eugaged ill potting over logs 
which had been freshly peeled. 
Three logs had stopped about mid¬ 
way dowu the hill side, the last log 
running iigaiust the end of another 
and remaining straight up aud 
dowu the hill. Mr. Wooddell, with 
Win. Murlee, went to loosen op the 
jam, and in doing so, got below the 
topmost log. When this was loos¬ 
ened it sliot downwards aud caught 
aud carried him about seventeen 
feet down the hill, jaming him 
against a log which was lying 
across the slide. The log stopped 
and was lyiug across his body. Mur 
lee removed this log Ami Mr. Wood 
dell said, “That relieves me ! You 
run and tell the mill hands that 1 
am bad hurt.” When W. A. Shear¬ 
er, ftom the mill, reaebtd him he 
was dying, and could not *|>eak._ 

His right thigh and hip were 
mashed into jelly, all the bones 
about that part of tiis laxly being 
broken. He must have received 
horrible internal injuries. 

He was buried at Edray ou the 
afternoon of tbe 15th. 

Mr. Wooddell was a man of 
about thirty-five years of age and 
is well known throughout the coun¬ 
ty as a dealer iu lumber. For the 
past few years lie has been engag¬ 
ed iu apparently endless litigation, 
which made bun a frequent visitor 
to tbe county seat. Ho was noted 
for being dating if not reckless 
when logging. He leaves a wife 
aud a number of smal! children.
